MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

Mr. S. Raymond Brooks, secretary to 
the Governor, appeared at the bar of the 
House and, being duly announced, pre­
sented the following message from the 
Governor which was read to the House: 

Governor's Office, 
Austin, Texas, March 23, 1918. 

T'J the Thirty-fifth Legislature in Fom·th 
Called Session. 

. Gentlemen: ~ submitted to the Leg­
islature on M'arch 4, 1918, a. report of 
the progress made in connection with 
the sale of the properties known as the 
State's Iron Industry, this sale having 
been authorized by the Legislature in 
House Concurrent Resolution No. 22, ap­
proved April 4, 1917. 

As indicated in that report, the bid .,f 
'L. P. Featherstone was accepted. There 
were three bids. One cf Geo. W. Arm· 
strong for $15,000, one of Jas. H. Ed­
monds for $100,000, and that of L. P. 
Featherstone for $112,500 with a.n agree­
ment to pay the State a royalty on the 
iron ore as used from this property. 
Besides exceeding the next highest bid 
in the sum of $12,400 cash, the bid of 
Mr. Featherstone was. the . only one · un­
edr whicih the State will receive n. roy-
alty on the iron ore. · 

In view of the fact that the successful 
bidder for this property, Col. L. P. 
Featherstone, is the president of . the 
Texas Steel Company of Beaumont, of 
which company I subscribed to .$500 of 
the ca.pita! stock of $2,500,000 in June, 
1916, as a result of an agreement of 
Beaumont citizens to take $100,000 of 
the stock as an inducement to have a 
steel plant located in Beaumont, I re­
quested Col. Featherstone to advise me 
if this property is being purchased for 
the Texas Steel Company. His. answer 
is in the affirmative. 

I requested a.n opinion of the Attorney 
General as to my qualification to act 
upon this sale as provided in House 
Concurrent Resolution No. 22, and I sul:!' 
mit herewith copy of his opinion to the 
effect that under the circumstanees I am 
disqualified to act. 

I, therefore, recommend to the Legis· 
la.ture that the suggestion of the Attor­
ney General be adopted and the Acting 
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Lieutenant Governor be authorized by 
resolution to approve this sale to the 
end of carrying out the will of the L<>g· 
islnturc ns heretofore expressed. In my 
judgment it is a most advantageous snle 
for the State because of the good price 
realized for the properties·. and because 
of the guamntcl' to rehnbilita.te th~ 
State's iron industry. 

Accompnnying this messnge is the cor· 
respondcnre, which is self explnnntory.

dressed Mr. Featherstone n letter nskinr: 
him if this purchnsc was for himself or 
for the Texas Steel Company of \vhich 
he is president. He advised me that it 
wns his intention to purchase these 
properties for the Texas Steel Company. 

"In view of the fact that I nm the 
. owner of $500 of thr cnpitnl stock of 
$2.500,000 of the Texas Steel Company, 
I would he Ycry much pleased to hnvc 
you nd1·isc me if, under the circum· 
stances, I am qualified to approve this 
sale as provided in House Concurrent 
Resolution No. 22, approved April 4, 
l!lli, and if I am disqualified to act in 
the premises, will you please advise me 
if in your judgment the Lieutenant Gov· 
ernor or any other officer is qualified to 
net. 

"I will very much appreciate an opin· 
ion from you on this matter at the enrli· 
est possible moment suitable to your 
convenience so that if it is neccssarr 
the matter can be acted upon by tit~ 
Legisln.ture before adjournment of that 
hody." 

Replying to your inquiry, we beg to 
nd1·ise that in the opinion of this <le· 
pnrtment, under the £nets detailed in 
your communication, you would be dis· 
qunlified to act in the approval of the 
contract entered into between the Bonrd 
of Prison Commissioners and Mr. Fcath· 
erstone. There is no statute in thi; 

State prohibiting you from npprovim: 
this contrnct. Howc\•er, statutes of this 
character are but dcclnrntory of t11e com· 
mon In w, to the effect tliat one cannot in 
his official capacity, den! with himself ns 
an individual, Smith v. Albany, GI N. Y., 
444. The transaction is not relieved of 
the vice by renson of the fact that you 
in the approml of this contract, are not 
dealing with yourself in nn individunl 
capacity, but with a corporation in 
which you are a stockholder.

together with tlte Attorney General, in 
the approval of this contract. This 
would set at rest all questions relating 
thereto.
